NOSOLOGY is the general 
Hiftory or defcription of Dif- 

eafss, arranged in fyftematic order. 

By the fyftematic method" the 
Hiftory of Difeafes, like the fubjecl 
of natural Hillory, are arranged into 
Claries, orders, genera, and fpecies -, 

the Gaffes are marked by certain 
fymptoms common to each. The 
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orders all agree in having the fame 
marks with the clafs to which they 
belong together with feme additional 
ones peculiar to the order. The ge- 
nera have all the marks and circum- 
ftances, of the Clafs and order, and 
befides have fome which diftinguifh 
the Genus — And the fpecies have all 
the marks and token of Clafs, order, 
and Genus, with the ftill farther ad- 
dition of fymptoms, or circumftan- 
ces which give the fpecific cha- 
racter. 
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Class. I. PYREXIA. 

A FREQUENT pulfe, coming on af- 
ter an horror or fome degree of cold 
ihivering, confiderable heat, many of the 
functions injured, the ftrength of the limbs, 
efpecially diminifhed. 

Order ift. Febres. Pyrexia, without any 
primary local affection, following the 
languor, laffitude, and other fymptoms of 
debility. 

Sect. 1. Intermittents, ariung from the 
miafma of marfhes, with an apyrexia, or 
interrhifiion, oratleaftan evident remiffi- 
on, but the difeafe returns constantly, and 
for the moll with an horror or trembling ; 
there is only one paroxifm in a day.

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Genus i ft. Tertiana, fimilar paroxifms with 
an interval of about fortyeight hours, 
coming on at noon. 

A. Tertian hath either, 

I. An apyrexia interpofed, 

1. Varying the duration of the paroxifm. 

A. The Tertian, whofe paroxifmsare not 
extended beyond twelve hours. 

B. The Tertian whofe paroxifms are ex- 
tended beyond twelve hours.

3. Varying in its fymptoms. 

G. The Tertian accompanied with difpofui- 

onto fleep. 

H. Accompanied with fpafras and convul- 
sive motions. 

I. Accompanied with an effiorefcence of 
the din. 

K. The Tertian accompanied, with Phleg- 
maiia. 

4. Varying in being complicated with other 
difeafes. 

5. Varying as to its origin. 

JL With the interpofition only of a remiffi- 
on between the paroxifms. 
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G. IT. Quartana. Similar Paroxisms, with 
an interval of about 74 hours, coming on 
in the afternoon. 

I. With the Interpofition of an apyrexia. 
1 . Varying in the Type. 

A. The Quartan with fingle Paroxifms, re- 
turning every fourth day, none on the 
other days. 

B. With two paroxifms every fourth day 
and none on the other days. 

C. With three paroxifms every fourth day, 
and none on the intermediate day s . 

P. Of the four days having only the third 
free from fever, with fimilar paroxifms 
every fourth day. 

E. The Quartan coming on every day, with 
fimilar paroxifms every 4th day.

G. IV. Synocha. Great heat, a frequent 
flrong and hardpulfe, high coloured urine, 
the functions of the fenforium a little 
diiiurbed. 
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G. V. Typhus, a contagious difeafe, the 
heat not greatly above the natural, the 
pulfe fmall, weak and for the moft part 
frequent ; the urine little changed ; the 
functions of the fenforium very much dis- 
turbed, and the ftrength greatly diminiihed- 
The fpecies are, 

1. Typhus petechialis) Typhus for thrmoll 
part with petechie. 

Varying in degree, i . mild Typhus, 

2. Malignant Typhus. 

II. Typhus Icterodes. Typhus with a yej„ 
lownefs of the fkin. 

G. VI. Synochus, a contagious difeafe ; a 
fever cempofed of a Synocha and Typhus, 
in the beginning a Synocha, but towards 
the end a Typhus. 

Order II; Phlegmafis. A Synocha fever, 
with inflammation or topical pain, the inter* 
nal functions of the part being at the fame 
time injured, the blocd covered with 
fize. 
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G. VII. Phlogofis, pyrexia, rednefs, heat 
and painful tenfion, offome external part. 

Species are, 

I. Phlogofis (phlegmone), of a vivid red 
colour, a fwelling well denned, for die 
mod part elevated to a point, and fre- 
quently degenerating into an abfcefs, 
with a beating or throbbing pain. 

I. Varying in form, z Varying in its feat. 

II. Phlogofis (erythema), of a reddifh co- 
lour, vanishing by preflure, of an unequal 
and creeping circumference, with fcarce 
any fwelling, ending in the pealing oiF th, 
cuticle, in phly&Kia?, or B lifters. 

The variations are. ifiin the degree of vio- 
lence. 2. In the remote caufes. 

3. In being complicated with other difeafes. 
The confequence of a phlogofis are, an 
impofihume, gangrene, Sphacelus. 

G. VIII. Ophthalmia. A rednefs aad pain 
of the Eye, with an inability to bear the 
light, for the moll: part with an effufian of 
Tears.

2. Ophthalmia (of the tarfus or cartila- 
ginous edge) of the eye-lids, with fwell- 
ing, erofion, and glutinous exudation.

z. From difeafe of other parts, or of the 
whole body. 

G. IX. Phrenitis. Violent pyrexia, pain of 
the head, rednefs of the face and Eyes, in- 
ability to endure the light or any noife ; 
watchfulnefs ; a fierce delirium or Typho- 
mania. 

I. Idiopathic. 
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II. Symtomatic. 

G. X. Cynanche. Pyrexia fometimes, in- 
clining to a Typhus ; difficulty of fwal- 
lowing and breathing ; with a fenfation of 
narrownefs in the fauces. 

Thefpecies are, 

I. Cynanche (tonfillaris) affe&ing the' mu- 
cus membrane of the fauces, but efpeci- 
ally the Tonfils, with rednefs and fwelling 
accompanied with a Synocha. 

1L Cynanche (maligna) affetting the Ton- 
fils, and mucus membrane of the fauces 
with fwelling, rednefs, and mucufcrufts of 
a whitifh or am colour, creeping, and 
covering ulcers ; with a Typhus Fever 
and exanthemata. 

III. Cynanche (trachealis) attended with 
difficulty of refpiration, noify and hoarfe 
Infpiration, loud cough, without any ap- 
parent Tumour in the fauces, fomewhat 

• difficult deglutition, and a Synocha. 

IV. The Pharyngea. Attended with red- 
nefs in the bottom of the fauces, very dif-

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ftcult and painful deglutition Refpiration 

fufRciently free, and a Synotha. 

V. The Parotidcea. With great fwf lling 
of the parotids and maxillary Glands ap- 
pearing on the outfide, the refpiration and 
deglutition but little injured ; a Synocha 
for the moft part mild. 

Dcfeafes of this genus are iymptomatic, ei- 
ther from external or internal caufes. 

G. XI. Pneumonia. Pyrexia, with a pain 
in fome part cfthe thorax difficult Re- 
fpiration and cough. The fpecies are. 

I. (Peripneumony) with a pulfe not always 
hard, but fometimes foft, an obtufe pain 
of the breaft, the refpiration always diffi- 
cult ; fometimes the patientcannot breathe 
tinlefs in an upright pofcure ; the face 
fwelled and of a livid colour, the couHi

for the moft part moift, frequently 
Bloody. 

1. Simple Idiopathic peripneumonics. Va- 
rying in degree. 

2. Idiopathic Peripneumonies complicated 
with fever.

With a hard pulfe ; for the 
moll part attended with a pungent pain 
of one fide augmented chiefly during the

G. XII. Carditis. Pyrexia, pain about 
the heart, anxiety, difficulty of breath- 
ing, cough, unequal pulfe, palpitation of 
the heart and fainting. 

J. Idiopathic. 

II. Svmtomatic. 
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G. XIII. Peritonitis. Pyrexia, pain of 
the belly, exafperated by an upright pof- 
ture, without the proper figns of other 
abdominal Phlegmaiiae. If the Diagnotics 
of the following Difeafes are given, they 
may be reckoned as fo many fpecies of this 
gtnus. 

The Species are 

I. Peritonitis, (propria) fituated in the 
Peritonaeum properly fo called, furround- 
ingthe infide of the abdomen. 

II. Peritonitis (omentalis) in the peritoncem 
extended through the omentum. 

III. Peritonitis (mefenterica) in the peri- 
tonaeum fpread through the niefentery. 

G. XV. Gapitii. Pyrexia, inclining to 
a Typhus, anxiety, pain and heat of the 
epigaftrium, augmented when any thino- is 
taken into the ftomach, an inclination to 
vomit, and an immediate reje&ion of 
every thing fwallo wed, an hickup. 

I. Idiopathic. 

l. From internal caufes. 
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A. Gafttitit (phleginonodea) attended wiA 
acute pain and violent pyrexia. 

z. From external caufss. 

B. Gafiritis (eryfipelatofa) with a lefs vio- 
lent fever and pain ; an eryfipelatous red- 
nefs appearing on the fauces. 

II. Symtomatic. 

G. XVI. Enterith. Pyrexia of a Typhus - 
nature ; pungent pain of the Belly, 
ftretching and twilling round the navel ; 
vomiting ; the belly obfHnately bound. 

I. Idiopathic. 

Species are, 

1. Enteritis (phlegmonodcea) with acute 
pain, violent fever, vomiting and conftipa- 
tion of the belly. 

2. Enteritis (eryfipelatofa) with lefs accute 
fever and pain, without vomiting, but ac- 
companied with a Diarrhoea. 

II. Symtomatic Species. 
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G. XVII. Hepatitis, Pyrexia, tenfion and 
pain of the right Hypocondrium fome- 
times pungent Jike that of pleuriiy, but 
more frequently obtufe ; a pain reaching to 
the clavicle and top of the right fhoulder ; 
a difficulty of lying on the left fide, Dif- 
pncead, dry cough ; vomiting andhickup. 

G. XVIII. Splenitis. Pyrexia, tenfion 
heat and fwelling of the left Hypocon- 
drium, the pain encreafirig by preffure. 
without the figns of Nephritis. 

G. XIX. Nephritis. Pain in the region or 
the kidney, often following the courfe of 
the ureter, frequent making of water, ei- 
ther thin or colourlefs, or very red, vo- 
miting, ftupor of the thigh ; with a re- 
traction or pain of the tefticle of the fame 
fide. 

The fpecies are, 

I. Idiopathic fpontaneous. 

II. Symtomatic. 

G. XX. Cyfihis, Pyrexia, pain and fwelling 
of the Hypochondrium, frequent and pain- 
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tul making of water or Ifchuria and Tenes- 
mus. 

The fpecles are. 

I. Thofe arifmg from internal caufes, 

IT. Thofe from external caufes. 

G. XXL Hyfteritis, Pyrexia, heat, tenfi- 
on, fwelung and pain, of the Hypo^afixi- 
um, the os Uteri painful, when touched, 
vomiting. 

G. XXFL Rhcumatifmus , a difeafe arifing 
from an external and frequently very evi- 
dent caufes, pyrexia, pain about the joints, 
frequently purfuing the courie of the 
mufcles, infefting the knees and other 
large joints, ratiier than thofe of the feet 
or hands ; increafed by external heat. 

The fpecies are either Idiopathic or fymto- 
matic. The former varies in fhuation. 

A. In the mufcles cf the Loins. 

3. In the Mufcles of the Coxendix. 

C: -XnitfaB Mufcles cf the Breaft. 
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G. -XXIII. Odontalgia, a rheumatifm of 
the jaw i from a caries cf the teeth. 

G. XXIV. Podagra. An hereditary Dif- 
eafe, arifing without any evident external 
caufe, but for the moil part preceeded by 
anunufaaLaffe&ion of the ftomach, pyrexia, 
pain of the joint, for the moft part of the 
great toe of the foot, but certainly infeft- 
ing chiefly the wrifts and ankles, return- 
ing by intervals, and often attended with 
affections of the ftociach and other inter- 
nal parts. 

I. Podagra (regularis) with a pretty violent 
Inflammation of the joints, remaining for 
fome days, and by degrees going off with 
iweiiing, itching, wefquamaiion of the af- 
fected part. 

II. Podagra (atonica) with atony of the 
ftomach or fome othir Internal part, 
and either without the ufual inflammation of 
the joints or only with flight and wander- 
ing pains, and frequently alternated With 
dyfpepfia, or other fyroptoms of Atcny. 
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III. Podagra (retrograda) the inflamma- 
tion of the joints fuddenly receding, 
and an atony of the ftomach and other parts 
immediately following. IV. Podagra 
(iberrans) v/ith the inflammation of an in- 
ternal part, either preceding or not, fud- 
denly receding an inflammation of the joints. 

G. XXV. Arthropuofis. deep, obtufe, and 
long continued pains of the joints or muf- 
cular parts, frequently following contufl- 
on, with either no fwelling, or a moderate 
and diffufed one ; no phlogofis, pyrexia, 
at firft gentle, afterwards Heftic, and at 
length an impofthume. 

Order. IIL Exanthemata. Contagious 
difeafes, affecting a perfon only once in 
their life, beginning with fever ; after a 
certain time appear phlogofes, for the 
moll part fmill and in conflderable nam- 
ber and difperfed over the Ikin. 

G. XXVI. Variola, a contagious Synocha. 

with vomiting and pain on pretfing the 

epigaftrium. On the third day begins, and 

on the fifth is finished, the eruption of in-

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•flammatoTy puftules, which fuppurate in 
the fpice of eight days, and at laft go offfri 
cruris ; frequently leaving depreficd ci- 
catrice cr Pockpits in the ikin. 

The Species are. 

i. Variola (dtfereta) with few, diftindl, turg- 

i id puftules, having circular bafes, the re- 

ver.cea.fine immediately aiter the eruption. 

'II. Variola (conflusns) with numerous con- 
fluent, irregular fhaped puftules, flaccid, 
and little elevated ; the fever remaining 
after the eruption. 

G. XXVII. Varicella, Synocha, papulce 
breaking out after afliort fever fimilar to 
j'r.cfe of" the Small Pox, but hardly ever 
coming to Suppuration, after a few days 
going of in fmall fcales ; never leaving any 
mark. 

G. XXVIII. Rubeola, a contagious Syno- 
cha, with frieezmg, epiphora and diy hoarfe 
co ut;!., 6n tlie fourth day or a little later, 
break forth, fmall cluttered, and fcarce 
- Jate'd papu'se, after three days going oft* 
in very fmall branny fcalc. 
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The Species are. 

1. Rubeola (vulgaris) with very fmall con- 
fluent corymhofe papulce, icarce rifing 
above the Ikin, varying. 

i. In the lymptoms being more fevere, and 
the courfeof the difeafe lefs regular. 

2. In being accompanied with a quiafy. 

3. With a putrid diathefis. 

II Rubeola (variolodes) with diilincl papu- 
lce railed above the ikin. 

G. XXIX. Scarlatina, a contagious Syno- 
cha, on the fourth day of the difeafe the 
face fwells a little, at the fame time an uni- 
vcrfal rednefs occupies the Skin in large 
fpots, at length running together, after 
three days going off in branny fcales, fi e - 
quently fucceeded by an Anasarca. 

The Species arc. 

I. Scarlatina (Gmpiex) not accompanied 
with Cynanche. 
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II. Scarlatina (Cynanchica) with an ulcerous 
Cynanche. 

G. XXX. Peftis, an exceedingly contagi- 
ous Typhus, with the highefld'.bility. On 
an uncertain day Buboes and carbuncles 
break forth, It is various m degree, but 
the fpecies are uncertain. 

G. XXXI. Eryfipelas, a Synocha of two 
or three days, for the mofl part attended 
with drowfmefs, often with a delirium. In 
fome part of the Skin, molr frequently the 
face, appears a phlogofis erythema. 

The Species are 

I. Eryfipelas (veficulofum) with erythema 
rednefs, creeping, occupying a large fpace 
and in fome parts ends in large Bliflers. 

II. Eryfipelas (phlyftaenodes) with an 
erythema formed of a number ofpapillce 
chiefly occupying the trunk of the Body, 
ending in phly&asnae or fmall Bhfters. 

The difeafe is alfo fymptomatic. 
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G. XXXH. Miliaria, Synochus, with an- 
xiety, frequent fighing, foetid fweat, and 
points on the Skin. On an uncertain day of 
the difeafe break out red, fmall, diflinft 
papulse, fpread over the whole body as well 
as the Fzce, the Apices of which after one 
or two days, become very fmall, white 
puftules remaining for a fnort time. 

G. XXXIII. Urticaria. An amphemeri- 
na fever, on the fecond day of the difeafe, 
red fpots refembling the flinging of net- 
tles almofl vanifhing during the day, but 
returning in the evening, with the fever, 
and after a few days going off all together 
in very fmall fcales. 

G. XXXIV. Pemphigus, a contagious 
Typhus, on the firft, fecond, or third day 
of the difeafe, Bliflers breakout in feveraj 
parts of the body, of the bignefs of a bean, 
remaining for many days, and at laft pour- 
ing out a thin ichor. 

G. XXXV. Aphtha. Synochus, the tongue 
fomewhat fwelled and of a livid colour, as 
well as the fauces, efchars firft appearing 
in the fauces, but at length occult and oc- 
cupying the whole internal part of the 
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mouth, of a white colour, forastiines dif> 
tiocl, often running together, quickly 
growing again when taken off, and re- 
maining for an uncertain time. 

The fpecies are. 

1 Idiopathic. 2 Symptomatic. 

Order IV. Hcemorrhagioe. Pyrexia,-witb 

a profulion of blood, without any exter- 
nal violence, the blood drawn from a vein 
has the fame appearance as in phlegmafife. 

G. XXXVI. Epiftaxcis. pain or weight of 
the head, rednefs of the lace, a profufion 
of blood from the ndfe. 

I . Idiopathic. 

Varying according to the time of life. 

i. Epiftaxis, of young pcnple, with the 
fymptoms of an arterious plethora. 

2 Epiftaxis. of old people, with fymptoms 
oi a venous plethora. 

II. Symptomatic. 
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1. From internal caufes. 

2. From external caufes. 

G. XXXVIL Hsmoptyfx?. rednefsofthe 
cheeks, a fenfatton of uneafmefs, or pain, 
and fometimes of heat in the treaft, diffi- 
culty of breathing, -tickling of the fauces, 
either a fevere or lefs violent cou^h, bring- 
ing up florid and frequently frothy blood. 

The Species are. 

1. Haemoptyfis (plethorica) without any.ex- 
ternal violence and without being pre- 
ceeded by any cough, or fuppreffion of a 
cuftomary evacuation. 

2. Hacmoptyus (violenta) from external 
violence applied. 

3. Hasmoptyfis (phthifica) after a long 
continued cough, with leannefs and debi- 
lity. 

4. Haemoptyfis (calculofa) in which fome 
calculous molecules, for the moftpart of a 
calcarious nature are thrown up. 
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5. Hsemoptyfis (vicaria) after the fuppreffi- 
on of a cuftotnary evacuation. Beuies 
thefe, there are a number cf fympEomatic 
Species mentioned by different authors. 
The coniequence of an Haemoptyfts is, a 
Phthifis, a wafting and debility of the body, 
with a cough, becjbic fever, and for the moft 
part a purulent expciJoration. 

The Species are. 

I. An iacipient PhthiGs, without my expec- 
toration of pus. 

II. A confirmed Phthifis, with ex-peftorati- 
on of pas. Both fpecies vary 1. as to 
their remote eavfe. 2. as to the origiT of 
the purulent matter. 

G. XXXVIir. Haemcrrhois. weight and 
pain of the head., vertigo, pain of the loins, 
pain of the arms, livid painful tubercles* 
from which for the moft part blood flows 
out, which alio fometimes drops out of the 
anus, without any apparent Tumor. 

The Species are. 

I. Hsemorrhois (tumens) external from 
varicas. 
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Varying. 

A. Bloody. 

B. Mucous. 

2. Hsmorrhois (procidens) external from a 
procidentia ani. 

3. HGemorrhois (fluens) internal, without 
any procidentia ani. 

4. Haemorrhois (cseca) with pain and fwelling 
of the anus, without any profufion of 
blood. 

G. XXXIX. Menorrhagia. Pains of the 
back, belly, and loins like thofe of Child 
birth, an unufually copious flux of the 
menfes or blood from the vagina. 

The Species are. 

1. Menorrhagia (rubra) bloody in women 
neither with child, or in childbirth. 

2. Menorrhagia (Iochialis) bloody in child 
bed women.

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3. Menorrhagia (abortus) bloody in women

4. Menorrhagia (viiiorum) bloody from 
fomc kcal diicafe.

' creafed fecretion, naturally not bloody. 
G. XL. Catarvhu:. pyrexia, frequent- 
ly contagious. An increafed excretion of 
mucous , at leaft efforts to excrete it. The 
fnecies are for the mod part fymptomatio. 

1 . from cold. 

2. from contagion. 

G. XL I. Dyfenteria, contagious, pyrexia, 
frequent mucus or bloody ftools, while 
the alvine feces are for the mofc part re- 
tained, gripes, tenefmus. Varying. 

\. Accompanied with worms. 
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2. With the excretion of fmall flefhy c: fe- 
baceoas bodies. 

3. With an Intermittent Fever, 

4. Without blood. 

5. With a Miliary fever. 

Clafs II. Neurofes. an injury of t^.e fenie 
and motion, without an Idiopathic Pyrexia 
or any local affe&ion. 

Order. 1 . Cemata, a diminution of volun- 
tary motion, with fleep, or a deprivation of 
the fenfes. 

G. XLII. Apoplexia. almoft all voluntary 
motion diminifhed, with fleep more or Ids 
profound ; the motion of the heart and ar- 
teries remaining. 

The Idiopathic fpecies are. 

1 . Apoplixia (fanguinea) with lymptoms of 
univerfal plethora, efpecially or the he.-id. 

2. Apoplexia (ferofa) with a lueophlegmafia 
over the whole body, efpecially in old people 
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3. Apoplexia (Hydrocephalica) coining on by 
degrees, affecting infants, or thofe belo.v 
the age of puberty, firft with laffitude, a 
flight fever and pain of the head, then with 
flownefs of the pulfe. dilatation of the pu- 
pil of the Eye, and drowfinefs. 

4. Apoplexia (a trabiliaria) taking place in 
thofe of a Melancholic conilitution. 

5. Apoplexia (traumatica) from fome exter- 
nal injury mechanically applied to the 

head. 

6. Apoplexia (venenata) from powerful 
fedati ves taken internally or applied exter- 
nally.

3. Amaurofis (fpafmodica) after the caufts 
and with figns of fpafm. 

4.. Amaurofis (venenata) from poifon taken 
to the body or applied outwardly to it. 

G. XCIV. Dyfopia. a depravation of the 
light, ib that objects cannot be diftindlly 
perceived, except at a certain diltance and 
in a certain fituacion. 

The fpccies are. 

1. Dyfopia (Tenebrarum) in which objefis 
are not ken unlefs they are placed in a 
ftrorg light. 

2. Dyfopia (luminis) in Which objects are 
notdiftin&ly feen unlefs by a weak light . 
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3 Dyfopia (dififlorum) in which diftant ob- 
jects are not perceived. 

4. Dyfopia (proximorum) in which the 
neareft objects are not perceived. 

5. Dyfopia (lateralis) in which obj efts, are 
not perceived unlefs placed in an oblique 
pofture. 

G. XCV. Pfeudoblepfis. when the light is 
difeafed in fucb a manner that the perfon 
imagines he fees things which really do ex- 
ift or fees things which do exift after feme 
other manner than they really are. 

The fpecies are. 

I.' Pfeudoblepfis (imaginaria) in which the 
perfon imagines he fees things which real- 
ly do not exift. 

Varying according to the nature of the ima- 
gination. 

2. Pfeudoblepfis (mutans) in which objefts 
really exifting appear fomehow changed.

Varying according to the change perceived in 

the objects and according to the remote 
caufe. 

G. XCVI. Dyfecoea. A diminution or to- 
tal abolition of the fenfe of hearing. 

The fpecies are. 

I. Dyfecoea (ofganica) from a difeafe in the 
organs, tranfmitting founds to the inter- 
nal ear. Varying according to the nature 
of the Difeafe, and of the part affecled. 

2. Dyfecoea. (atonica) without any evi- 
dent Difeafe of the organs tranfmitting the 
founds. 

Varying according to the nature of the caufe. 

G. XCVII. Paracufis. a depravation of the 
hearing. 

The fpecies are. 

i . Paracufis (imperfefta) in which thefounds 
coming from external objefts are heard, 
yet it is neither diftinttly, nor in the ufual 
manner. 
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Varying. 

a. With a dullnefs of hearing. 

b. With an hearing two acute and tenable. 

c. When a finale external found is doubled 
by ibme internal caufe. 

d. When the founds which a perfon denres 
to hear are not perceived, unlcis fome other 
violent found is railed at the fame time. 

2. Paracufis (imaginaria) in which founds, 
not exiiting externally are excited lrom 
internal caufes. 

Varying according to the nature of the found 
perceived, and according to the nature of 
the remote caufe. 

G. XCVI1I. Anofmia. a deminution or 
aboiiticn ol the ienfe of fmell. 

The fpecies are, 

i. Ancfrnia (organica) from a diieafe in the 
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membrane Hrteing the interna! parts of the 
noftrils. Varying according to the nature 
of the difcafe. 

2. Ancfmia (atonica) without any evident 
Difeafe of the membrane of the nofe. 

G. XCIX. Agheuftia. a diminution or abo- 
lition cf the lenfe of tafte. 

The fpecies are. 

1, Agheuftia (organica) from a Difeafe in 
the membrane of the tongue, keeping off 
from the nerves thofe fubftances which 
ought to produce tafte. 

2. Agheuftia (atonica) without any evident 
difeafe of the tongue. 

G. C. Ansefthefu. a diminution or aboliti- 
on of the fenfe of feeling. 

The fpecies from Sauvage's, adopted, by 
Dr. Cullen, are 

I . Aniefthefia. a fpina bifida.

Order. II. Dyforexias, error or defeft of 
appetite. 

Seft. I. Appetitus erronsi : 

G. CI. Bulimia, a defire for food in grea- 
ter quantities than can be digefted. 

The Idiopathic fpecies are. 

1. Bulimia, (helluonum) an ufual appetite 
for food, without any defire of the flomach. 

2. Bulimia (fyncopalis) a frequent defire of 
meat on account of a fenfation of hunger 
threatning fyncope. 

3. Bulimia (emetica) an appetite for a great 
quantity of meat, which is thrown up im- 
mediately after it is taken. 

G. CII. Folydipfia is almoft always fym- 
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tomatic and varies only according to the 
nature of the Difeafe which accompanies it. 

G. CIII. Pica, a defire of fwallowing fub- 
flances not ufed as food. 

G. CIV". Satyriafis. an unbounded defire 
of venery in men. 

The fpecies are, 

1. Satyriafis (juvenilis) an unbounded de- 
fire of venery, the body at the fame time 
being little difordered. 

2. Satyriafis (furens) a vehement defire of 
venery, with a great diforder of the body 
at the fame time. 

G. CV. Nymphomania, an unbounded de. 
fire of venery in women. Varying m de- 
fire. 

G. CVI. Noftalgia. A violent defire in 
thofe who areabfent from their country of 
revifiting it.

1. Noftalgia (fimplex) without any other 
difeafe. 

2. Noftalgia (complicata) accompanied with 
other difeafes. 

Seel:. II. Appetitus deficientes. 

G. CVII. Anorexia, want of appetite for 
food, always fymptomatic. 

The fpecies are. 

i. Anorexia (humoralis) from fame hu- 
mour loading the ftomach. 

2. Anorexia (atonica) from the tone of the 
fibres of the ftomach being loft. 

G. CVIII. Adipfia. a want of thirft, always 
a fymptom of fome Difeaie affecting the 
fenforium commune. 

G. CIX. Anaphrodifia. want of defire for. 
or impotence to venery. 

The true fpecies are, 
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1. An anaphrodifia paralytica. 

2. Anaphrodifia gonorrhoica, 
The falfe are, 

1. Anaphrodifia marifcis. 

2. Anaphrodifia ab urethrce vitio. 

Order III. Dyfcinefias. an impediment or 
depravation of motion from a diforder of 
the organs. 

G. CX. Aphonia, a total fupprefiion of the 
voice without coma or fyncope. 

The fpecies are. 

1. Aphonia, (gutturalis) from the fauces 
or glottis being fwelled. 

2. Aphonia (trachealis) from a compreffion 
of the trachea. 

3. Aphonia (atonica) from the nerve of the 
Larynx being cut. 

G. CXI. Mutitas. a want of power to pro- 
nounce words. 
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The fpecies are. 

i . Mutitas (organica) from the tongue be- 
ing cut out or deftroyed. 

2. Mutitas (atonica) from injuries done to 
the nerves of the tongue. 

3. Mutitas (furdorum) from people being 
born deaf or the hearing being deftroyed 
during childhood. 

G. CXII. Paraphonia, a depraved found of 
the voice. 

The fpecies are. 

X. Paraphonia (puberum) in which, about 
the time of puberty, the voice from being 
acute and fweet, becomes more grave 
and harm. 2. Paraphonia (rauca) in 
which, by reafon of the drynefs or flaccid 
tumour of the fauces the voice becomes 
rough and hoarfe. 

3. Paraphonia (refonans) in which, byrea- 
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ion of an obftru&ion in the noftrils, the 
voice becomes hoarfe with a found hiffing 
through the noftrils. 4. Paraphonia (pal- 
atina) in which, on account of a defect or 
divifion of the uvula, for the moil part 
with an hair-lip, the voice becomes ob- 
fcure, hoarfe and unpleafant. 

5. Paraphonia (clangens) in which, the 
voice is changed to one acute, Ihrill and 
fmall. 

6. Paraphonia (comatofa) in which, from a 
relaxation of the velum palati and gullet 
a found is produced during infpiration. 

G. CXI1I. Piellifinus. a defea of articu- 
lation. 

The fpecies are. 

1. Pfellifmus (haefitans) in which the words 
efpecially the firft ones of a difcourfe, are 
not eafily pronounced, and not without a 
frequent repitition of the firft fyllable. 

2. Pfellifmus (ringens) in which the found 
of the letter R. is always afpirated, and 
as it were doubled- 
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3. Pfellifmus (Jallans) in which the found of 
the letter L. becomes more liquid or is 
pronounced inftead of R. 

4. Pfellifmus (emolliens) in which hard let- 
ters are changed into the fyraptoms, and 
then the letter S is much ufed. 

5. Pfellifmus (balbutiens) in which by rea- 
fonof the tongue being large, or fwelled, 
the labial letters are better heard and often 
pronounced inftead of others. 6. PfeL'is- 
mus (acheilos) in which the labial letters 
cannot be pronounced at all, or with diffi- 
culty. 

7. Pfellifmus (lagoftomatum) in which on 
account of the divifion of the palate, the 
guttural letters are lefs perfectly pro- 
nounced. 

G. CXIV. Strabifmus. the optic axes of 
the eyes not converging. 

The fpecies are. 

I. Strabifmus (habitualis) from a bad cu (torn 
of ufing only one £ye. . 
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2 . Strabifmus (commodus) from the greater 
debility or mobility of one Eye above the 
other, fo that both Eyes cannot be con- 
veniently ufed. 

3. Strabifmus (neceffarius) from a change in 
the fit nation or fhape of thepartsof theEye. 

G. CXV. Dyfphagia. troublefome degluti- 
tion withoutinjuringrefpirationor Phieg- 
mafia. 

G. CXVT. Contra&ura (a long continued 
and rigid contraction of one or more limbs. 

The fpecies are. 

1. Contrattara (pritnaria) from the mufcles 
becoming contracted and rigid. 

a. From the mufcles becoming rigid by in- 
fkmation. 

b. From mufcles becoming rigid by fpaiin. 

c. From mafcles contracted by reafon of 
their antagonifls having become paralytic. 

d. From mufcles contracted by an iritating 
acrimony. 
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t. Contra&ura (articularis) from ftiff joints. 

Order IV. Apocenofes. a flux either of 
blood or fome other humour flowing more 
plentifully than ufual, without pyrexia, or 
an increafed impulfe of fluids. 

G. CXVII. Proflufio. a flux of blood. 

G. CXVTII. Ephidrofis. a preternatural 
evacuation of fweat. 

Symptomatic ephidrofis vary according to 
the nature of the difeafe which they accom- 
pany, the different nature of the fweat it- 
felf, and fometimes the different parts of 
the body which fweats raoft. 

G. CXIX. Epiphora, a flux of the lacry- 
xnal humour. 

G. CXX. Ptyalifmus. a flux of faliva. 

G. CXXI. Enurefis. an involuntary flux of 
urine without pain. 

The fpecies are. 

I. Enurefis (atonica) after difeafes injuring 
the fphin&er of the bladder. 
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2. Enurefis (irritata) from a compreflion or 
irritation of the bladder. 

G. CXXIL Gonorrhoea, a preternatural 
flux of humour from the urethra in men. 
with or without a deflre of venery. 

The fpscies are. 

I. Gonorrhoea (pura) in which without any- 
impure venery having preceeded, a humor 
refembling pus, without dyfuria, or pro- 
penfity to venery flows from the urethra. 

3. Gonorrhoea, (impura) in which, after 
impure venery, a humour like pus flows, 
from the urethra with dyfuria. The con- 
sequence of this, is 

3. Gonorrhoea (mucofa, in which, after an 
impure gonorrhoea, a mucous humour flows 
from the urethra with little or nodyfuria. 

4. Gonorrhoea (laxorum) in which, an hu- 
mour for the mod part pellucid, without 
any erection of the penis, but with a pro- 
penfity to venery, flows from the urethra 
while the perfon is awake.

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5- Gonorrhoea (dormientiun) in which the 
feminal liquor is thrown out, with ere&ion 
and defire of venery, in thofe who are 
a fltep and have lafcivious dreams. 

Order. V. Epifchefes, fuppreffions of eva- 
cuations. 

G. CXXIII. Obftipation, the flools either 
fuppreflTed, or flower than ufual. 

The fpecies are. 

i . Obftipatio (debilium) in lax, weak, and 
for the mod part dyfpeptic perfons. 

2. Obftipatio (rigidorum) in people whofe 
fibres are rigid, and frequently of a Hy- 
pocondriac difpofition. 

3. Obftipatio (obftruftorum) with fymptoms 
of the Colica ill. zd. 4th. 7th. above- 
mentioned. 

G. CXXIV. Ifchuria. an abfolute fuppref- 

fion of urine. 
The fpecies are. 
j . Ifchuria (renalis) coming after a difeafe 

of the kidneys, with pain, or troublefom e 
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fenfe of weight in the region of the kid- 
neys, and without any fweliings of the Hy- 
pogaftrium, or defireof making water. 

2. Ifchuria (urethralis) coming after adifeafe 
of the kidneys, with a fenfe of pain or un- 
eafmefs in fome part of the ureter, and 
without any tumor of the Hypogaitrium, 
or defire of making water. 

3. Ifchuria (veficalis) with a fwelling of the 
Hypogaftrium.painat the neck of the blad- 
der, and a frequent ftimulus to make water. 

4. Ifcuria (urethralis) with a fwelling of the 
Hypogaflrium, frequent ftimulus to make 
water and pain in fome part of the urethra # 
all thefe fpecies fubdivided into many va- 
rieties, according to their different caufes. 

G. CXXV. Dyfuria. a painful and fo me- 
llow impeded emiffion of urine. 
The fpecies are. 

1. Dyfuria (ardens) with heat of water, 
without any manifeftdiforder of the bladder, 

2. Dyfuria (fpasmodica) from a fpafm com- 
municated from other parts to the bladder . 
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3. Dvfuria (comprefiionis) from the neigh- 
bouring parts prefiing upon the bladder. 

/. Dylum (ph'cgifHca) from an inflamma- 
tion of the neighbouring parts. 

5. Dyluria (irritata) with figns of a ftonein 
the bladder. 

c. Dyfuria (mucofa) with a copious excre- 
tion ofmucus. 

G. CXXVI. Dyfpermatifrnus. a flow, im- 
peded, and infufficient emiffion of femen in 
the venereal aft. 

The fpecies are. 

1 . Dyfpermatifrnus (urethralis) from difeafe 
of the urethra 

2. (nodofus) from knots on 

the cavernous bedre s. 

3. (p'seputialis) from too nar- 

row an orifice of the prepuce. 

4.— (mucofus) from mucous 

infarfting the urethra. 
5.-— (hypertonicus) from too 

ftrong an-*fcr«tion of the penis. 
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6. (epilepticus)fromafpa{imo- 

dic epilepfy happening during the time of

7- ■ (apraclodes (from an im- 

becility of the parts of generation. 

8 (refluus) in which there 

is no emiffion offemen, became it returns 
from the urethra into the bladder. 

G. CXXVII. Amenorrhoea. themenfesei- 
ther flowing more fparingly than ufual, or 
not at all, at ufualtime, without pregnancy. 

The fpcies are. 

1. Arnenorrhcea (emanfionis) in thofe arri- 

rived at puberty, in whom, after the ufual 

time, the menfes have not yet made their 
appearance, and many different morbid 

affcrclions have taken place. 

2. Arnenorrhcea (fupprefionis) in adults, in 
whom the menies which had already begun 
to flow are fuppreffed. 

3. Amenorrheas (difficilis) in which the men. 
fes flow fparingly and with difficulty. 

Order VI. Turnores. a-, increafed magni- 
tude of any part without phlogofis. 
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G. CXXVIII. Aneurifma. a fofttumoi?r, 
with pu'fation above the artery. 

G. CXXIX. Varix. a foft tumour, without 
puliation, above the vein. 

G. CXXX. Ecchymoma. a diffufed and 
fcarie eminent, livid tumour. 

G. CXXXI. Shirrus. an hard tumor of 
fome part, generally of a gland, without 
pain, and defficultly brought tofuppuration. 

G. CXXXF1. Cancer, a painful tumor of 
a fchirrous nature, and degenerating into 
an ill conditioned ulcer. 

G. CXXXIII. Buba a fuppurating tumour 
of a conglobate gland. 

G. CXXXIV. Sarcoma, a foft fwelling 
without pain. 

G. CXXXV. Verruca, a hard fcabrous 
iWelling. 

G. CXXXI. Clavus. a hard lamellated 

thicknefs of the flcin. 

G. CXXXVII. :_>upia. a moveable, foft tu- 
mour below the flcin, without pain. 
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G. CXXXVIII. Ganglion an hard, movea- 
ble fweliing, adhereing to a tendon. 

G. CXXXIX. Hydatis. a cuticular vefica 
filled with aqueous humor. 

G. CXL. Hydathrus. amoft painful fweli- 
ing oi the joints, chiefly of the knee at firlt 
fcarfe elavated, of the fame colour with the 
flcin, diminifhing the mobility. 

G. CXLI. Exoftofis. a hard tumour ad- 
herein? to a bone. 

Order. VII. Ettopiae. tumours occafioned 
by the removal of fome part out of its pro- 
per fituation. 

G. CXLII. Hernia, an ectopia of a foft part 
as yet covered with the &in and other inte- 
guments. 

G. CXLIIL Prolapfus. above ectopia, of 
fome foft part. 

G. CXLIV. Luxatio. The removal of a 
bone from its place in the joints. 

Order. VIII. Dyalyfes. folution of conti- 
nuity, manifeft to the fight or touch. 
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G. CXL.V. Vulnus. a recent and blood/ 
folutlon of the unity of fome foft part, by 
the motion of fome hard body. 

G. CXLVI. Uulcus a purulent or ic 
charous folution of afoft part. 

G. CXLVII. Herpes, a great number of 
phlycYma or frnali ulcers, gathering in clus- 
ters, creeping or obftinate. 

G. CXLVIII. Tinea, fmall ulcers amon* 
the roots of the hair of the head, pouring 
out a humor, which changes to a white 
friable fcurf. 

G. CXLIX. Pfora. Itchy puftales and lit- 
tle ulcers of an infectious nature, infefting 
the hands. 

G. CL. Frattura. bones broken into large 
fragments. 

G. CLT. Caries, an ulceration of a bone.
